It WM only m brief report; but U suf- 


ficed to convince me that the state of 
the body, when found, had been such 
that the bullet wound was not likely 
to be *o tnueh as sutpecied. 
Accord- 


ing to the newapaper account, the dead 
man's features were quite unrecogniza- 
ble, and it was only by his clothing it 
could he surmised that he was a man 
of srood position. 
His linen was un- 


marked, and there was no scrap of pa- 
ppr, or any other thins, upon the body, 
to afford a means of identification. 


As a masked ball, in aid of a public 


charity, had been held in a neighboring 
tov.n on Christmas eve, it was sur- 
mised he might have been on his way 
to it; but no-one was reported as miss- 
ing, and the whole affair 
seemed 


shrouded too deeply in mystery for the 
pollfe to hope to solve it. It had to be

Umi> and walked at night. 


"Or. the sixth day 1 boarded a train 


bi-ycnrt Middelburg, whence 1 rode di- 
icct to Delagoa Baj. 
The Boers 


s^an-hed thf train at Komati Poort. 
but 1 was not discovered. I lost several 
pounds in weight."

A MURDERER'S ESCAPE. 


Cut His Way Out of His Cell in a Vir- 


ginia Jail. 


Norfolk, Va,, Dec 28.—The news of 


the sensational escape from Ports- 
mouth jail of Walker Cotton, colored, 
who was under sentence of death 
caused much excitement in theste cities. 
Cotton murdered Charles Wyatt, a 
white man, whose store in Portsmouth 
he entered in the night intent on rob- 
bery.

"I do not know how we shall succeed 


in our studies. We are not counting on 
immediate success, and, I repeat, our 
studies are at present purely scientific. 


"What we have discovered so far has 


only an air of suggestiveness. That is 
all. Any statement over and above that 
is not my statement, and would be only 
an exaggeration pure and simple."

delphia. Early on Thursday morning 
Eyre telephoned home that he was go-t 
Ing gunning. He added that he would 
remain in Philadelphia that night. 


He was last seeu going down to the 


boat house ro don his gunning cos- 
tume. The only valuables be bad at 
the time were two diamond rings and) 
two guns, valued at $250. Eyre's boat; 
togetbc'r with two dozen duck stools,! 
have disappeared, and it is believed 
they were burned. Police launches) 
set out early to-day to continue tbe 
search. 


The missing man has long been 


prominent in military circles. He is a 
veteran of the recent war. Eyre's 
clubmates declare they are sure he 
has been murdered by river pirates.

BUSINESS COMBINATIONS 


Administration of the Affaire cf W«ak- 


er Nations—How the American Peo- 
ple and the Modern Civilized World 
Will Solve the Problems That art 
to be Presented. 


Ithaca, Dec. 28.—At the meeting'of 


the American Kconomic Association 
hc.e Wednesday Arthur T. Hadley, 
p«">i<JU-nt of Yale University, delivered 
.tn address on "Modern Political Econ- 
omy." lie feald: 


"Modem political economy contains 


tuc ilis-'Un< t parts—often inextricably 
Intei mingled in fat t, yet always sepa- 
rate in winclple—a theory of dlstribu- 
ton and a theory of prosperity. 
The 


theory ot distilbution shows how the 
public wealth is divided among the 
difft-rt ru members of the community 
It shows what are the effects of a sys- 
tem ot laws or a gioup of commercia 
conditions on the lelative well-being 
of the different classes concerned. It 
tik-s t-i ]. if diet how changes in these 
laws w i l l mcrf-a=e the material comfort 
of some individuals and diminish that 
ot othcis.

His political antecedents or bis ethical 
prepossessions may lead him to observe 
some facts more closely than others. 
But these variations, as far as they ex- 
i.st, are errors, even from the man's 
own standpoint—errors which he is in- 
terested in cot reeling as soon as they 
can be brought clearly home to him. 
Nor do his theories of distribution mod- 
ify his ethics much more than his eth- 
ics modify hi 
1* theories of distributon;

How Major Logan Fell. 


Washington, Dec. 28.—Mail advices

New Currency Bill. 


The following is given out as the 


substance of the financial measure the 
Republican caucus committee 
has 


now submitted to Congress for con- 
sideration: 
An amendment to the 


coinage laws, making 2.V~; grains of 
gold 900 parts fine the standard coin 
measure. An amendment to the green- 
back reissue act of 1878 providing 
that those treasury notes shall be re- 
deemed with gold, and when so re- 
deemed shall not be reissued except 
in exchange for gold. An amendment 
to the specie resumption act. directing 
the mamtcnancce of a gold reserve of 
not less than $100.0011,000, the main- 
tenance of the lescrve at that figure 
now being entirely discretionary with 
the Secretary of iho Treasury. 
An 


amendment to tho national bank law. 
authorizing banks lo be organized 
with a capital stock of $2o.OOO. 
At 


present the minimum is $50,000. An- 
other amendment to the same- act, 
authorizing banks to issue notes to 
the par value of the bonds they have 
on deposit to soourp circulation. At 
present the limit is 90 per cent. A 
third amendment to this act reduces 
the taxation on bank circulation to 
one-tenth of 1 per cent,

Stamped by Machine.

placed on the street corners or in the 
postoffice?. By putting a penny in the 
slot the letter is thrust into a slot, 
and. presto, change! a dry or riband 
stamp puts a stamp on the corner of 
the letter, when it can be dropped into 
the box. The machine cancels the 
stamp with the date, time of day, etc.. 
all at one operation. There are differ- 
ent slots for the different denomina- 
tions of stamps.

nomical device for the postage ser- 
vice. 


Pictures. 


The hanging and arrangement ot 


pictures is one of those important 
little details which mean so much in 
the general effect of a room, and yet, 
in too many instances, they are treat- 
ed in :i most haphazard fashion, and 
either hung high close to the frieze or 
so low that they almost form the 
dado, says the Wisconsin. 


It As impossible to give strict direc- 


tions as to their arrangement, as so 
much depends upon the room, its size 
and position. They should, however, 
always be hung at a medium heighten 
a line with the eye, not too close to- 
gether and perfectly straight. 
Then, 


again, oil paintings should not be 
placed next to engravings, nor yet 
water colors, as tiie effect of the one 
is destroyed by the other. When hung 
close together not only do the colors 
clash, but the diffotent designs of the 
irames produce a discordant impres- 
sion It is haully necessary to say that 
a picture never shows to advantage 
when placed directly opposite a win- 
dow, as the light falls upon it flat and 
hard. 
Small pictures 
and prints 


should be fastened to the wall, net 
hung by cord or wire, nor allowed to 
tilt forward at an angle 
The latter 


arrangement throws the frames out of 
the line ol the wall.

KINO OF MEXICAN QAMILEK8. 


Substitute for Rubber. 


A discovery which promises to pos- 


sess more than a little industrious 
value is reported from London. Wal- 
ter F. Reid told the Society of Chemi- 
cal Industry the other day that an- 
other substitute for rubber had been 
found. It wa& composed of half-dried 
linseed or cantor oil, which has been 
treated with nitric acid and then 
mixed with a preparation closely akin 
to gun cotton, known as nitro-eellu- 
lose. 
The cellulose should be only 


slightly nitrated, and ought to be wet 
when mixed with the oil. Two parts 
of the latter are used to one of the 
cellulose. 
After being thoroughly 


mixed the 
compound is 
carefully 


dried 
It Is insoluble in most of the 


liquids used to dissolve oil. The cost 
of this preparation is said to be about 
one-fourth as great as that of pure 
Para gum. 


Mr. Reid declares that the new sub- 
stitute was almost as serviceable as 
rubber for bicycle tires, machine belt- 
ing, 
waterproof blankets for soldiers 


and men, garden hose and tubing to 
convey oil or gas.

a toy watch which would tick when 
wouii'i up that she promptly and ap- 
preciatively swallowed it, and later 
cried when she wanted it back.

their being prohibited from their be. 
loved and Inherent pastime they would 
remove to some domain where their 
right* and predilections would be re- 
spected. The authorities, however, de- 
termined not to be outdone, yet not 
wishing to disregard outright the de*> 
mands of the sporting fraternity, con- 
ceived the Mea of fixing a license, tho 
exorbitance of which would be pr">- 
ductive of the same results as would 
prohibition. \ law was therefore es- 
tablished requiring1 every gambling re- 
sort to pay a dally license of $1,000. 
The result was that on the same day 
thft ordinance was announced the 
gambling houses throughout the coun- 
try promptly closed their doors—all 
but one.

Universal War, Not Peace. 


It does not look much like general 


disarmament. Every great nation on 
earth is strengthening 
its fighting 


power. Information has been received 
to the effect that tho German Emperor 
has decided upon the presentation to 
the Reichstag of a naval bill, the pas- 
sage of which will give the German 
government a navy more effective 
than that of France. The programme 
which the Emperor has approved calls 
for the construction of eighteen bat- 
tle ships, six armored ciuisers and 
thirty protected cruisers, at an ex- 
pense of more than $100,000,000. 
It 


Is an exact duplicate of that which 
the Emperor succeeded some time ago 
in putting through the Reichsuig. 
which will be completed in 1904. 


In case of its adoption, ten battle- 


ships of about 12.000 tons displace- 
ment, three armored cruisers of about 
14,000 tons displacement and fifteen 
protected cruisers of about 4,000 tons 
displacement will be constructed be- 
tween 1904—when the existing pro- 
gramme will end—and 1911, and be- 
tween 1911 and 1918 eight battleships, 
three armored cruisers and 
fifteen 


protected cruisers of the same dis 
placements will be constructed. The 
annual expenditure will be about $7,- 
ooo;ooo. 


The Indian Service. 


Among the items of expense in the 
running of our government a very 
considerable sum is required for the 
Indian service. The system by which 
our wards are cared for is not ex- 
ceedingly elaborate, and yet It is nec- 
essarily costly. The appropriations to 
this service for the current fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1899, are $7,678,863, 
a reduction of $558,812 from the year 
preceding. Quite an item of expense 
in connection with the care of the 
Indians is for educational interests, 
ho lesstKan 20,522 Indians having been 
in the provided schools in the past 
year.

Prices 
have been high, the demand is brisk 
and when the river freezes there will 
be a few logs and little lumber left 
of all the millions of feet that were 
cut last winter. 


Operations in the woods this winter 
are the largest for many years, the 
cut being estimated at 180,000,000 to 
200,000,000 feet, for the prospects of 
the lumber trade were never brighter 
than now Thousands of men and hun- 
dreds of horses have gone from Ban- 
gor into the great suruco forests, all 
at higher wages than have been paid 
in many years, and the employment 
agencies are constantly on the lookout 
for more men.

ContractH for th* delivery of about 


000,000.000 feet of pine logs to mills in 
this section by railroad hitve recently 
been closed.

these contracts the Wisconsin division* 
of fhe Northern Pacific Road has closed 
a total of about 450,000.000 feet, part of 
which will be delivered »t this city and 
part at Ashland. The Duluth & Iron 
Range Itoad will haul 150.000,000 f*«t to 
tnlB cify, and the other iron range 
roads about 100,000,000 feet. These con- 
tracts are for deliveries during the 
coming winter, and are an indication 
of the activity in the pine lumbering 
section at he head of the lakes.

much more will be handled In the 
northeastern part of Minnesota arid the 
Ashland, Wis.. UistrU-ts this winter or 
roads owned by distinctively logging 
corporations. 


In Northern Minnesota alone an army

Statis- 
tics gathered by the Comissioner of 
Internal Revenue place the number of 
depositors 
at 13,153,874, in 12,804 


banks.

counts, this would probably mean 
nearly 10,000,000 different persons, or 
one in eight of our population, having 
banlc accounts. The value of the aver- 
age account is indicated as about 
$571.

The new bridge is many 
times more capacious and more dura- 
ble, and yet weighs less than one- 
fourth as much and cost less than one- 
fourth the money.

Substitute for Rubber. 


A discovery which promises to pos- 
sess more than a little industrious 
value is reported from London. Wal- 
ter F. Reid told the Society of Chemi- 
cal Industry the other day that an- 
other substitute for rubber had been 
found. It wat composed of half-dried 
linseed or cantor oil, which has been 
tieated with nitiic acid and then 
mixed with a preparation closely akin 
to gun cotton, known as nitro-cellu- 
lose. 
The cellulose should be only 


slightly nitrated, and ought to be wet 
when mixed with the oil. Two parts 
of the latter are used to one of the 
cellulose 
Aftei 
being thoroughly 


mixed the 
compound is carefully 


dried 
It is insoluble in most of the 


liquids used to dissolve oil. The cost 
of this preparation IB said to be about 
one-fourth as great as that of pure 
Para gum.

The Indian Service. 


Among the items of expense in the 


running of our government a very 
considerable sum is required for the 
Indian service. The system by which 
our wards are cared for is not ex- 
ceedingly elaborate, ana yet it Is nec- 
essarily costly. The appropriations to 
this service for the current fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1899, are $7,678,863, 
a reduction of 1558,812 from the year 
preceding. Quite an item of expense 
in connection with the care of the 
Indians is for educational interests, 
no lesstKan 20,522 Indians having been 
in the provided schools in the past 
year. 


Universal War, Not Peace. 


It does not look much like general 


disarmament. Every great nation on 
earth 
is, strengthening its fighting 


power. Information has been received 
to the effect that the German Emperor 
has decided upon the presentation to 
the Reichstag of a naval bill, the pas- 
sage of which will give the German 
government a navy more 
effective 


than that of France. The programme 
which the Emperor has approved calls 
lor the construction of eighteen bat 
tie ships, six armored ci uisers and 
thiity piotec^ed cruisers, at an ex- 
pense of more than $100,000,000 
It 


is an exact duplicate of that which 
the Emperor succeeded some time ago 
in putting through the Reichsuig, 
which will be completed in 1904 


In case of its adoption, ten battle- 


ships of about 12.000 tons displace- 
ment, three armored crui&ers of about 
14,000 tons displacement and fifteen 
protected cruisers of about 4,000 tons 
displacement will be constructed be- 
tween 1904—when the existing pro- 
gramme will end—and 1911, and be- 
tween 1911 and 1918 eight battleships, 
three aimoied cruiseis apd 
fifteen 


protected cruisers of the same dis 
placements will be constructed 
The 


annual expenditure will be about $7,- 
ooo;ooo. 


Logging In Maine. 


After many discouraging years, with 


prices low and trade slow, spiuce is 
up again, and once more the light of 
old-time prosperity shines upon the 
lumbermen of Maine. This has been 
a busy and profitable year on the Pen 
obscot and all over the state. Prices 
have been high, the demand Is brisk 
and when the river freezes there will 
be a few logs and little lumber left 
of all the millions ot feet that were 
cut last winter. 


Operations in the woods this winter 


are the largest for many years, the 
cut being estimated at 180,000,000 to 
200,000,000 feet, for the prospects of 
the lumber trade were never brighter 
than now Thousands of men and hun- 
dreds of horses have gone from Ban 
gor into the great spruce forests, all 
at higher wages than have been paid 


j in many years, and the employment 


agencies are constantly on the lookout 
for more men.
